In addition to hammering 
those boards in place, the 
future member of the Sabres 
Hall of Fame and life member 
of the Professional Hockey 
Writers Association coached 
a team in the four-team 
league but never quoted 
himself in his reports. 

“No, I never did that. It 
was just the results, who 
scored and how they scored,” 
Redshaw said with a chuckle 
as he recalled the start of a 
sports journalism career now 
entering its sixth decade. 

His dedication to the 
sports beat was evident soon 
after he was hired in 1962 by 
Jack Montgomerie, the sports 
editor at the time. While 
Redshawwas encouraged 
to attend his high school 
graduation, which in those 
days were held in October, 


he opted to spend the night 
at Welland Arena covering a 
junior A hockey game 
between Hamilton and the 
Welland Brooke B's. 

“Jack said he would cover 
it, but I wanted to go.” 

Save for the fact it was 
his first junior game for The 
Tribune, the matchup wasn't 
all that memorable on the 
ice. 

“It wasn’t much of a game, 
Hamilton just dominated. 
They won 10-4.’’ 

Thatwasamongthefirstof 
thousands of hockey games 
covered by a sportswriter 
whose byline would become 
synonymous with the Buffalo 
Sabres. Redshaw has covered 
the team since its inception 
in 1970, on many game 
nights doing triple duty by 
filing separate stories to 
the Canadian Press and the 
Associated Press.
